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Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 9/23/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to teach of using low 
reluctance material near the electronic circuit, it is noted that Akiba clearly teaches to use 
ferromagnetic material to absorb electromagnetic radiation noise (col. 6 lines 38-46), which it is 
known in the art the low magnetic reluctance material is formed from a ferromagnetic material or 
other high magnetic permeability. Thus, one skill in the art would recognize combining Johnson 
and Akiba would arrive at the present invention as claimed. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re 
Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, the motivation of combining Johnson with Akiba is to reduce 
electromagnetic radiation noise from a circuit board by utilizing a layer of low reluctance 
material substantially parallel to the circuit board. Such motivation can be found in Akiba 
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(abstract). And the motivation of combining the combination of Johnson and Akiba with Levi is 
to maintain different layers in planar antenna assembly separation. Such motivation can be found 
in Levy (col. 7 line 63 through col. 8 line 5). Thus, one skill in the art would have considered 
combining Levi with other cited references and such combination would have arrived at the 
invention as claimed.
